Tokyo Rose 
Jury Having 
Tough Time 


San Francisco, Sept. 28—(AP)— 


Six men and six women try once 
more today to decide whether 
Tokyo Rose is guilty of treason 
for her wartime radio broadcasts 
from Japan. 


They reported late last night, 


34 hours and 30 minutes after they 
had received the case, that they 
were unable to agree unanimously 
on a verdict 


Judge Michael J. Roche urged 


them to "reconsider and reeaxmine 
all the evidence," as leisurely as 
they liked, to prevent if possible a 
second long and expensive trial. 
"This trial is in its 12th week. 


They had begun deliberating the 


case against the 
American-born 


defendant, Iva Toguri D'Aquino, 
at 1:14 p.m. Monday. 


The trial "has been a long and 


expensive one for both the prose- 
cution and the defense," Judge 
Roche told .them. 


"If you fail to agree on a ver- 


dict," he continued, "the case is 
left open and undecided; it must 
be disposed of some time.

Predict Frost 
Here Tonight 


Springfield, HI., Sept. 28—(AP) 


—The weather bureau 
predicted 


frost tonight in central and north- 
ern Illinois but said the big corn 
and soybean crops were "largely" 
out of danger. 


The frost was expected to be 


killing in some localities in the 
far northern counties, with tem- 
peratures dropping below freezing 
in low places. 
A minimum mer- 


cury reading of 30 was predicted. 


In its weekly crop bulletin, the 


bureau said corn was 90 per cent 
to all safe over nearly all areas in 
the northern two thirds of the 
state, and mostly 95 per cent or 
above. 


Scattered picking of corn for 


feed and to open up fields was 
reported. Forty to 60 p«r cent of 
soybeans were already combined 
in a few midstate areas. 


The weatherman said lack of 


rain was holding up fall plowing 
in northern communities.

He was a. great personal friend

Roosevelt, who called him "Jefty." 


A 1907 graduate of the Univer- 


sity of North Dakota, he practiced 
law in Grand Forks, N. D., until 
1925 when he came out here to 
become the law partner of the 
late Senator William Gibbs Alc- 
Adoo. 


He was formerly a member of 


the North Dakota house of repre- 
sentatives and \\ as a candidate for 
governor (1920) and U. S. sena- 
tor (1922) from tnat state. 


An early Roosevelt supporter, he 


managed FDR's campaign in Cali- 
fornia in 1932. 


When Roosevelt took office the 


following year, he appointed Judge 
O'Connor to the crucial post of 
comptroller of the currency. Dur- 
ing those hectic days of banking, 
he strongly urged formation of the 
federal deposit insurance corpora- 
tion and other early new deal 
banking reforms. 


In 1938 he resigned as comp- 


troller to enter the race for the

Washington, Sept. 28—(AP)—Senator O'Mahoney (D-Wyo) said 


today every sign indicates Russia doesn't have the industrial know-how 
or facilities to stockpile atomic bombs. 


O'Mahoney, who led one congressional group m the drive to tighten 


the secrecy around American atomic developments, told a reporter he 
doesn't agree with Senator Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) that information 
leaks may have speeded Soviet efforts to fire an A-bomb. 


"The basic scientific information 


has been no secret," the Wyoming 
senator said. "It's the industrial 
know-how of making the bombs 
that is important. 


Lack Ability, Facilities 


"The Russians just don't have 


the technical 
abilities nor the 


facilities to stockpile bombs. Just 
look at the attempts to produce 
automobiles. They are far behind 
and this certainly is a much more 
complicated matter than produc- 
ing automobiles."

Transportation System Muffed Up 


Bv Dec. 1 Secretary of Commerce Sawyer will report to 


President Truman on the major issues that must be resolved 
before the United States can fashion the unified transporta- 
tion program it so badly needs. 


In asking for this report, Mr. Truman noted that the 


government spends about $1,500,000,000 a year in regulat- 
ing the transportation industry through the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and other agencies. The president wrote 
Sawyer: 


"''A unified and co-ordinated federal program for trans- 


portation is clearly essential in order to assure maximum 
benefits from the "government's activities in this field. In 
the broader sense, such a program is necessary to assure the 
public the most efficient and economical transportation 
service." 


We applaud Mr. Truman's interest and lament only that 


action is long overdue. As far back as 1935 the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said it was "high time" to deal with the U. S. 
transportation system as a unified whole. But nothing was 
done. More recently the Hoover commission on govern- 
ment reorganization proposed a national transportation 
authority. 


The"problems are legion. But basically the issue is: How 


can we keep rail, motor, air and water transport in healthy, 
vigorous competition with one another and yet prevent ruin- 
ous warfare among them? 


To get a sound answer the government must undertake 


exhaustive economic studies to determine what role each 
form of transport can play. Inevitably, their respective 
spheres will overlap to some extent. But a survey may show 
that in some areas of the field existing competition is doing 
neither the industry nor the public any "good. 


These studies are so vital to a unified plan that they 


should be approached with the most detached impartiality 
the government can muster. This is an industry where in 
the competing members are inclined to reach for each other's 
throats at the drop of a harsh word. -It won't be easy to sift 
fact from fancy in. such an atmosphere. 


But no one has more to gain from a sound survey and a 


wise allocation of function than the industry itself. For 
once an acceptable division of labor is worked out for the va- 
rious transportation media, they are likely to devote more 
energy to their allotted jobs and less to propaganda broad- 
sides against their competitors. 


At least one group in the field appears to recognize this. 


The committee representing the eastern railroads has hailed 
the president's action, saying that each type of transport 
in its own sphere "can pull the load best fitted to it under 
the free enterprise system." 


Not the smallest gain from a co-ordinated U. S. program 


would be a re-examination of the tangled skein of regula- 
tions that has been woven through the years by federal 
agencies like the ICC. 


For example, the ICC has reached the point in govern- 


ing the trucking industry where it must now consider in sol- 
emn session whether spinach that has been washed and 
wrapped in cellophane is a "manufactured product." If it is, 
you see. then the trucks that carry it to market must come 
under ICC's wing. 


All in all, much good can come from this transportation 


review if Mr. Truman does not allow the action he has started 
to come to a halt short of a genuine plan for unity.

cause of maladjustment for chil- 
dren." charges 
Dr. Dugald S. 


Arbuckle of Boston university. 


Parents. I'm convinced, should 


take that charge seriously. Too 
many conscientious parents fi- 
gure that they have to back up a 
teacher no matter what. 


If Junior dislikes his teacher so 


much that he dreads to go to 
school—his parents in all like- 
lihood stand up for the teacher in 
Junior's hearing, whatever doubts 
about her abilities they may have 
secretly, and dismiss the matter 
with the hope that he'll draw a 
better teacher next year. 


Meanwhile, if Junior's teacher 


really isn't at fault, he is learning 
to dislike and distrust the fairness 
of teachers, to hate school, and to 
fed 
insecure in his 
work-day 


world. 


In one instance I know about 


parents who Tet a mean-tempered 
teacher shake and slap their chil- 
dren around for almost a year. No 
one wanted to be the parent to 
"stir up trouble." But just before 
achool WM out, that teacher hit 


the wrong boy—or rather she hit 
a boy with the wrong mother. 
GOT tJUICK RESULTS 


That mother wasn't afraid to 


"stir up trouble " She stirred up 
so much trouble over the incident, 
and with the backing of the other 
parents who had been timid about 
doing anything on their own, she 
got the teacher out of the school. 


It seems to yie that parents 


ought to make it their business to 
find out what kind of teachers 
their children have. They should 
do a little investigating when they 
suspect a teacher is unjust or abu- 
sive or mean-tempered, instead of 
shrugging 
off the 
matter 
as 


though it is a situation that can't 
be changed. 


As one teacher put it to me: "If 


parents only knew the weight 
their legitimate protests carry, 
they wouldn't put up with letting 
their children be taught by teach- 
ers who haven't any business guid- 
ing children." 


Fortunately for Junior there 


are many more good teachers than 
bad ones. But one really bad one 
too many in any school.

Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 28—(AP)—A magnetic eye device ttt 


eliminate railroad grade crossing accidents may be on the mar- 
ket soon. 


Three Pennsylvania inventors demonstrated the gadget yester- 


day to state, railroad and insurance officials- 


The government has asked for a car. 


The eye, aided by a device at 


crossings, would register the ap- 
proach of a train, stop the motor 
vehicle, turn off its motor and 
keep it halted until the train 
passes. 


The magnetic eye is the result 


of 19 years of puttering around a 
hobby shop by Alfred M. Peiffer, 
41; Harold C. Roeder, 41; and Os- 
car Punk, 57. 


Here's the way the co-inventors 


explain its operation: 


Magnetic coils would be placed 


at intervals in the roadbeds of 
highways approaching grade cross- 
ings. The coils would be tied in 
with the crossing's blinker sig- 
nal system. 


A magnetic impulse would be 


set off by the coils as a train ap- 
proaches, relaying the signal to 
the magnetic eye in the vehicle. 
The eye mechanism would stop the

and Bolshevism). 


The main attack on the govern-

Churchill. There is weight in this 
assault, for Churchill is generally 
regarded as the savior of this 
country in the world conflict, and

Attlee lacks the colorful per- 


sonality of his opponent. However 
the premier himself ha? achieved 
powerful leadership through team 
woik and his leputation for sin- 
cerity.
